If we quit heraldry for fact and g o by 
the testimony of travelers and hunters, 
it is very doubtful whether the lion de­ 
serves his mag nificent reputation. 
It is 
his appearance, no doubt, which has 
g ained for him the appellation of “ king 
of beasts,” with all the reg al honor per­ 
taining to it. 
Certainly he looks “ every 
inch a king .” Nothing can be finer. The 
fancy itself could conceive nothing more 
fitting ly representative of majesty than 
the fall g rown male lion, g azing with 
g reat yellow eyes, which seem to know 
no fear, and the ample honors of his 
shag g y mane wrapped round his massive 
front and forearms. 
He looks like the 
embodiment by nature of lordliness and 
mag nanimity, and he has been adopted 
as such in all literature and poetry from 
Homer and .¿ Sschylus down to the “ lion 
comique” of our music halls. 
Yet he is 
only a cat—a g reat cat—after all, and 
thoee who know him in his native wilds 
g ive a very different character of “ felh* 
leo” from popular conceptions. 
We do not wish to calumniate a crea­ 
ture so intimately connected with Brit­ 
ish story and so dig nified in bearing and 
behavio r, for nobody can deny that the 
lion is a g reat g entleman in bis manners. 
Nevertheless, African sportsmen relate 
that $e can show himself as cowardly as 
he is cruel; that he will abandon bis 
consort and cubs in a moment of ex­ 
treme dang er, and that he scarcely ever 
charg es straig ht home upon anybody 
who, armed or unarmed, has the pres­ 
ence of mind to await his onset. 
He is 
described as very nervous and very cun­ 
ning . and dreading beyond everything 
the superior prowess of the white man. 
The early Dutch settlers at the cape 
speak of lions prowling round the fort 
at uig ht “ in such numbers as thoug h 
they would take it by storm.” Now one 
must g o very far into the African 
“ veldt” to see a lion, and a strang e fact 
I is that be has learned the craft of silence 
and is seldom or never heard to lift np 
j his mig hty voice except in the far wilder- 
> ness, where the hunters have not come 
| except sing ly. 
Thus it is written in an 
African g uidebook: “ Thoug h his foot- 
! prints may frequently be seen near the 
mountains of Lokaron and Boatlanama, 
and he will sometimes venture to carry 
j away an ox from a wag on span there­ 
abouts, be rarely or never makes hi« 
presence known by his roar, having 
Solomon | learned apparently that it will only have 
the effect of frig htening off the few timid 
antelopes upon which all hopes of re­ 
plenishing his larder depend, or, worse 
still, of betraying his position to nis in 
reteratc enemy and persecutor, man.” —

Oklahoma; another authorizes the 
State of Wisconsin to place in the capitol 
a statue of Pore M arquette; anotLer au­ 
thorizes the board of comiuisiouers of 
ChickHm naa-n .Nut Ion si I P ark 
to allow states anil associations building 
monuments on the battle-field to use* ma­ 
terials in the park. One of the acts 
I masts] extends the time for completing 
flit* work of the eleventh census until 
Dec. 31.

It 
is easy to sn* how the prim itive form 
of the electric trolley, which travels 
upon the wires, cam e to receive Its 
nam e from a resem blance to other types 
of trolley, and the nam e, having been 
im m ediately given to this prim itive 
form, w as naturally retained w hen the 
method of connection w as changed 
from a little truck moving on a wire, 
to a m ast having a t its end a wheel 
pressing on the low er surface of the 
wire.—L’Electrician.

Inclosed in a sheet iron 
case, 
was suspended over the pit s 
mouth. 
Access to the lam p was ob­ 
tained by a sliding shutter on each 
side of the case. Th** light w as focused 
or adjusted by a screw on the top of tile 
outside of the case, and when necessary 
th** lamp could be adjust***1 to diffuse 
light throughout the whole shaft, or 
be concentrated at the lxdtoiu.

could be moved in a vertical direction, 
so to deflect the rays of light to any 
required spot, and coaid be iix***l iii 
any position by a thum b screw.

TH E KING OF BEASTS. 


and • 
Is M erely a B is < a t, A fter A ll, 
C o w a rd a t H e a r t . 
If we quit heraldry for fact and goby 
the testimony of travelers and hunters, 
it is very doubtful whether the liou de­ 
serves his magnificent reputation. 
It is 
his appearance, no doubt, which has 
gained for him the appellation of "king 
of beasts,” with all the regal honor per­ 
taining to it. 
Certainly he looks “every 
inch a king.” Nothing can be finer. The 
fancy itself could conceive nothing more 
fittingly representative of majesty than 
the full grown male lion, gazing with 
great yellow eyes, which seem to know 
no fear, and the ample honors of his 
shaggy mane wrapped round his massive 
front and forearms. 
He looks like the 
embodiment by nature of lordliness and 
magnanimity, and he has been adopted 
as such in all literature and poetry from 
Homer and ^Eschylus down to the "lion 
comique” of our music halls. 
Yet he is 
only a cat—a great cat—after all, and 
those who know him in his native wilds 
give a very different character of "felia 
leo” from popular conceptions. 
We do not wish to calumniate a crea­ 
ture so intimately connected with Brit­ 
ish story and so dignified in bearing and 
behavior, for nobody can deny that the 
lion is a great gentleman in bis manners. 
Nevertheless, African sportsmen relate 
that $e can show himself as cowardly as 
he is cruel; that he will abandon bis 
consort and cubs in a moment of ex­ 
treme danger, and that he scarcely ever 
charges straight home upon anybody 
who, armed or unarmed, has the pres­ 
ence of mind to await his onset. 
He is 
described as very nervous and very cun­ 
ning, and dreading beyond everything 
the superior prowess of the white man. 
The early Dutch settlers at the cape 
speak of lions prowling round the fort 
at night "in such numbers as though 
they would take it by storm.” Now one 
must go very far into the African 
"veldt” to see a lion, and a strange fact 
is that he lias learned the craft of silence 
and is seldom or never heard to lift up 
his mighty voice except in the far wilder­ 
ness, where the hunters have not come 
except singly. 
Thus it is written in an 
African guidebook: "Though his foot­ 
prints may frequently be seen near the 
mountains of Lokaron and Boatlanama, 
and he will sometimes venture to carry 
away an ox from a wagon span there­ 
abouts, he rarely or never makes his 
presence known by his roar, having 
learned apparently that it will only have 
the effect of frightening off the few timid 
antelopes upon which all hopes of re­ 
plenishing his larder depend, or, worse 
•till, of betraying his position to his in­ 
veterate enemy and persecutor, man.”—

The two elements, 
nickel and cobaU. oi decided color in 
their salts and in their metallic plates, 
add strength to this idea in that they 
may be considered as exhibiting a sort 
of isomerism. 
Their atomio weights are 
the same within limits of experimental 
error, and by analogy with compounds 
identity of atomic weight implies dis­ 
similarity in constitution and therefore 
definite structure.—Science.

W ashington, Nov. 3.—T he session of 
the senate will bo long memorable for 
the contest over the bill providing for 
the repeal of the silver purchasing clause 
of the act of 1890 known as the Slc*r- 
mnn law. The extraordinary session was 
called for the purpose of accomplishing 
this repeal, anil the other work accom­ 
plished w as merely incidental. T hat bid 
reached the senate after passing the 
house 011 Aug. 28. and was not passes! 
by the senate until Get. 30. How for 
these two months the senate contended 
over the 
issue 
involved, but at lust 
brought the bill through and passed it 
by a safe m ajority, is fam iliar to the 
public. 'J lie lflll provides in effect for 
tin* cessation of tlie purchase and coin­ 
age of silver, and may be said to tuark 
a revolution in tin* financial history of 
the country. 
YVhile the records 
show 
that it was the house Dili which became 
a law, that is only technically true, as 
the senate substituted a ni< asuro of its 
own and the house accepted the substi­ 
tute. 
'l'lie bill of next greatest importauoe 
to the ref tea i bill which lias casscd both 
bouses of congress is the bill extending 
the time in which Chinese laborers <-a:i 
register under tin* t.'hinesc act, known 
as the Geary law. 
Much interest a t­ 
tached to tlu* bill providing for u bridge 
across tin* Hudson at New York. This 
bill passed both houses. O f the 1,152 
bills introduce<1 in Lln* senate during the 
session which closed to-day only twelve 
passed th a t body, and of these only 
three passed the house, received the pres­ 
ident’s signature and Itccaiue hiws. Of 
the three new laws originating In the 
senate one is iu aid of the mid-winter 
international exposition to be held iu 
San Francisco; another grants certain 
settlers in Oklahoma Territory the right 
to commute their homestead entries, mid 
the third relates to clerks iu tin* office 
of the commissioners of the D istrict of 
Columbia. 
These Also Passed. 
Tlie other bills which passed the sen­ 
ate are as follows: M aking appropria­ 
tions for tlie purchase of ground in YY’ash- 
ington for a building to be used as a 
hall of records; granting to California 
5 per cent of tin* net proceeds of tin* cash 
sales of public lands in that state; to 
extend the time for making final pay­ 
ments on entries under the desert land 
act; authorizing certain Cherokee allot­ 
tees or claim ants to purchase certain 
tracts held and claimed by them ; to 
donate to the county of Laram ie, YVyo., 
certain bridges on tie* abandoned Fort 
Laram ie military reservation; to author­ 
ize tlu* Chattanooga YY’estern Railway 
company to construct a bridge across 
the Tennessee river near Chattanooga; 
to grant the rigid of way to the K ansas, 
Oklahoma Central A Southwestern Rail­ 
way company through tlie Indian T erri­ 
tory and Oklahoma Territory; to aid the 
States of California, Oregon, Washing* 
ton, M ontana, Idaho, Nevada, YY’yomiug, 
Colorado and South D akota to support 
schools of mines; for tli • relief of YYT. H. 
YY’a rd. 
Tin* senate has in addition to those 
bills of its own passed fourteen house 
bills, the most im portant of these being 
house bill No. 1, for the repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 
The others relate to lands iu the Sioux

N ebraska 
and 
South D akota, to the United 
States 
courts in Idaho and YY’yoming and South j 
D akota; to the New York A New Jer- 
sey bridge; to steam revenue cutters for 
the great lakes and for the New England 1 
const; to the annual work on unpatented 
mining claim s; to the increase of officers j 
of tin* arm y detailed at colleges and to I 
the amendment of the Chinese exclusion ‘ 
act, the rest being bills

character. The senate also passed four

which originated in that body and twelve 1

in the bouse. The j 
only one of tin* senate joint resolutions 
of importance is the one which provides 
for tin* construction of a hall of records 
in YY’ashington, which also passed the 
house. < >f the house resolutions which 
passed the senate, those worthy of note 
are: Relating to the Mormon church ! 
property iu Salt Lake City; providing for 
tlu* publication of 
50,000 
additional 
copies of the compendium of the eleventh 
census; for the removal of ocean d< re- i 
liets, and conferring 
diplomas 
ujxm 
world’s fair artisans through the board I 
of lady managers. The total of the sen- j 
ate bills and joint resolutions, and of 
h o u se bills and jo in t resolutions, all told, j 
is only forty-two. 
The senate will not be without mate- ! 
rial to work u|m>ii when it reconvenes in j 
December. The calendar issued to-day 
shows sixty-five bills and resolutions re- I 
|K>rtt*d by committee uud ready for the } 
attention of the senate. 
A large propor­ 
tion of these bills and resolutions relates 
to private claims, and there are also sev­ 
eral relating to the finances which had 
connection with the repeal Dill and which 
are not now pertinent. 
Probably the j 
most im portant lflll uj>on the senate eal- I 
endar now is th at for the repeal of the j 
federal election laws. A sim ilar Dill has 
passed the house. Senator Y’oorliees lias 
a bill concerning national bank note cir­ 
culation.

meree. Senator Painter’s bill concerning 
invalid pensions paid to non-residents is 
in shape for consideration at any time. 
There are on the table resolutions by 
Senators H oar and M artin relative to 
tin* election of senators by the direct 
vote of tin* people, and a resolution by 
Senator <’all dispensing with the civil 
service commission. 
H cmiiH n I11 t h e H o u s e . 
Tlie chief Dill that failed in the e x tri 
session of tlu* house was that providing 
for urgent deficiencies. The most im­ 
portant item in tins measure was that 
which provided for the janitors and cus­ 
todians of public buildings. There was 
nil item of $200,000 to pay clerks to mem­ 
bers, but that can be passed later without 
e:.using any hindrance to public busi­ 
ness like the first-named appropriation. A 
house joint resolution passed the house 
providing for a reduction of 50 per cent 
of the duty on all goods sold at the 
world’s fair. It was amended so as to 
adm it duty free such goods as might be 
used for the Chicago museum to be es­ 
tablished in the art building 
011 the 
world’s fair grounds, but the 5o per cent 
reduction for goods w as stricken out. 
There have been introduced in the house 
at this session session 4,390 bills and N7 
joint resolutions. Of this entire number 
100 have been reported from committees 
and 50 have passed the house. Most of 
those which passed are of special interest 
to the sections where they apply, and 
have been pressed to meet some necessity 
which existed. Some of these have be­ 
come laws. Others are yet in committee 
or on the calendar of the senate. 
Of those th at have become laws the act 
next in importance originating in the 
house after the silver repeal is tlu* Chi­ 
nese bill. An im portant joiut resolution 
which became a law provides for an in­ 
ternational agreement for the marking 
and removal of derelicts and wrecks in 
the ocean. One of the number of joint 
resolutions pass**d tenders the acknowl­ 
edgments of the U nited S ates to the for­ 
eign governments which participated in 
the world’s fair; another restores to the 
Mormon church in U tah money anil 
property th at have been in the hands of 
a receiver since 1887; another fixes the 
qualification of voters on the Cherokee 
strip. Oklahoma; another authorizes the 
State of YVisconsin to place in the capitol 
a statue of Pere M arquette; another au­ 
thorizes the board of commisioners of 
( ' I t i c k a m i ingn N a t i o n a l I’a r k 
to allow states aud associations building 
monuments on the battle-field to use* ma­ 
terials in the park. One of the acts 
passed extends the time for completing 
the work of the eleventh census until 
Dee. 31, 1893, and authorizes the presi­ 
dent to direct the work performed by the 
commissioner of labor. Others provided 
for certain urgent deficiencies; tin* coin­ 
age of subsidiary coins; to pay clerks to 
members of the house; and repairs to the 
Ford’s theater building in YY’ashingtou. 
A joint resolution making former laws 
in Oklahoma relating to town sites ap­ 
plicable to the Cherokee strip town sites 
was passed. 
A joint resolution provided 
for the payment of mileage to the sen­ 
ators and members and others made avail­ 
able the appropriations of the last con­ 
gress for the regular session at the ex­ 
tra session. 
An act passed making the 
law repealing the timber culture laws 
applicable to a litte strip of the Sioux 
reservation in Nebraska. 
Law s were passed providing for the 
time and place of holding courts in South 
D akota and Idaho and Wyoming. Two 
acts passed provide for revenue cutters, 
one on the G reat Lakes and the other 
on the New England coast. The last 
act signed by the president was the joint 
resolution relating to the Chicago mu­ 
seum anil allowing the articles presented 
to it to be disposed of free of duty. All 
legislation that is pending between the 
houses will be considered in the next 
regular se ssio n , the same as if this ses­ 
sion had continued. The pending meas­ 
ure in the house is the bankruptcy bill. 
Mummed t ’i» by V onrhees. 
“Tlie adjournm ent of this long-to-be- 
reniombered session of congress brings 
with it a great sense of relief.” 
Senator Y’oorhees had been asked by 
an Associated Press representative for 
an interview and it was with the above 
statem ent be began. Continuing he said: 


“YY’e met amidst the crash of busines 
disasters, bank failures, and all the dis 
tressful incidents of one of the wors 
financial panics ever known in this oi 
any other country; we adjoru with qu id 
business circles, and a fair degree of re­ 
stored confidence prevails in all parts of 
the country. 
It will, of course, tnke time 
for the various business pursuits to fully 
recover from the overwhelming financial 
shock and depression which have af­ 
flicted the country for the last six months, 
hut the signs of healthy improvement are 
now visible on every hand and go<nl omens 
for the employment -of labor cheer us 
from all quarters.” 
W hen requested to state his views 
about future legislation, the senator only 
consented to say: “ YVith a careful, fair 
and honest revision of the tariff taxation 
now to follow at the regular session, only 
thirty days distant, I predirt that we will 
enter upon a solid and lasting career of 
prosperity for the laboring and producing 
masses of every section of our beloved 
Union. 
Ib*\iewing the events of the session he 
said: 
‘In looking bark over the incidents 
and scenes which marked the session just 
closed, I have nothing but pleasant and

1 attribute 
my sin. ess in the management of my bill 
to the fact that while firm and uucoiupro- 
injsing in pushing it forward, I aimed at 
all times to K* patient, liberal and fair 
towards every member of tin* senate,

a contrary course would have 
Re*ulti*«l in D efeat. 
I believe such is the opinion also of ov- 
eiy senator; very many of them have per­ 
sonally so assured me.” 
Asked whether he ever f.*lt anv doubt 
hV n ,Cet*? \,f rG ^al. Mr. Voorhees 
said. 
I he darkest hour for the lflll 
was when Senator Sherm an’s famous in­ 
terview came out a month ago, in which 
he encouraged its enemies and discour­ 
aged 
its friends by declaring iu the 
strongest term s that unconditional re­ 
peal could never pass the senate. 
1 felt 
that blow more than any other in the 
long contest, and in my judgm ent it pro­ 
longed the fight at least two weeks more 
•ban it would otherwise have done. Mr. 
Sherman was w ry anxious fo ra eoaipro- 
uiiko em bracing the issue of bonds, and 
that was the meaning and purpose of his 
strong speech in the senate when be nr 
raigned 
the 
Democratic 
side 
of the 
chamber for having so long delayed un ef­ 
fort 
to compromise. 
All 
these utter­ 
ances and dismal predictions on the part 
of the acknowledged leader of the Repub­ 
lican 
party could 
have but one ef­ 
fect. They encouraged Mr. Teller, Mr. 
Dubois and their allies to fight on, ami 
they chilled and dampened the hope and 
zeal of many staunch supjiorters of the 
bill. 
1 have very great respect for Mr. 
Sherman s high ability and for him t»er- 
sonaliy, but I have never believed, and do 
not now that he had any real liking for 
the hill, or that lie desired its enactm ent 
into law unless it carried an am endment 
providing for the issuance of a goodly 
supply of government bonds. I do not, 
however, desire to indulge in a word of 
criticism of any one, and I gladly bear 
testimony to the kind, untiring, faithful 
support which the lflll received from the 
large body of Republican senators who 
finally gave it their votes.”

0*1 lure. 'I’he first step w hich it is nec­ 
essary for a creditor in F rance to take 
before he ran tow* lc-gal m eans to col­ 
lect a debt due him is to obtain ju d g ­ 
m ent against the debtor, w hich is ren ­ 
dered by a ju stice of the peace, pro­ 
vided tlie am ount does not exceed $40. 
T he defendant is required to ap p ear in 
court on u certain day and arran g e for 
a settlem ent of the account am i pay a 
p art or w hole of it, or show* cause why. 
If this arrangem ent is not m ade the 
defendant is a second tim e sum m oned 
to appear, and should in* then flatly re­ 
fuse paym ent Judgm ent is rendered 
against him ; the cost of Judgm ent, to­ 
gether w ith th a t of the sum m ons, is 
d efrayed by th e plaintiff, and a copy 
of the form er sent to the debtor. 
H e 
then has three mouths* grace to appeal 
before a civil court the Judgm ent a l­ 
ready handl'd down. Failing to exer­ 
cise this privilege, the m a tte r is put 
iu tlie hands of a “hubwier,” w hose 
functions p arta k e of those of both the 
bailiff and process-server, but his m eth­ 
ods as w ell as ids prerogatives resem ­ 
ble neither one n o r the other. T he 
huissier upon requ«*st o f the creditor, 
m akes an ♦ ab stract statem en t of tlie 
condition of the debt, th e fee for pre­ 
paring and serving tin* sam e, varying 
according to th e length of th e in stru ­ 
m ent and not according to th e im- 
portance of tlu* debt; its average cost, 
how ever, m ay Ik* placed at $2 50. 
Iu case th e debtor ignores the docu­ 
m ent an “assignation is served upon 
him, and eight days th e re afte r his fu r­ 
n itu re is seized and placed in the hands 
of th e liuissier. Tlie expense entailed 
in th© preparation of tln*so notices is 
defrayed by the creditor, b u t if a t any 
m om ent the debtor agrees to liquidate 
in full he is not only requir**d by law 
to discharge his original obligation, 
b u t to add to it the costs of th e judg­ 
m ent and fees of the liuissier. 
YVheth- 
er this system is le tte r than tlie plan 
pursued In the U nited S tates is a m at 
te r of opinion.—P ittsb u rg D ispatch. 


O r i g i n of th e W o r d “ T r o l l e y . ” 
M ost persons w ho use th e w ord 
“trolley” probably do not know the 
origin of this term , or w hy this nam e 
w as giveil to th a t ap p aratu s by w hich 
the electricity is conveyed from an 
aerial win*. 
T w enty years ago tlie 
w ord w as used to designate “a form of 
truck w hich can be tilted, fo r carrying 
railroad m aterials or the like” This 
is th e only definition of tlu* w ord in 
YY’eb ster’s D ictionary of th e edition of 
1848. 
In the edition of 1892 of the 
sam e w ork th ree other definitions are 
added. (1) “ A 
narrow 
c a rt th a t 
is 
pushed by hand or draw n by an ani­ 
m al.” 
It is noted th a t this m eaning of 
tlu* w ord is in use in England, not in 
the U nited States. (2) “A truck from 
w hich th e load is suspended on some 
kinds of cranes.” 
This m eaning is 
technical, according to W ebster, aud 
em ployed only in speaking of m achin­ 
ery. (3) “(Electric R ailw ay). A tru ck 
w hich trav els along the fixed conduc­ 
tors, and form s a m eans of connection 
betw een them and a railw ay car.” It 
is easy to see how' th e prim itive form 
of the electric trolley, w hich trav els 
upon the wires, cam e to receive its 
nam e from a resem blance to other types 
of trolley, and the nam e, having been 
im m ediately given to this prim itive 
form , w as n atu rally retained w hen the 
m ethod of connection 
w as changed 
from a little truck m oving on a w ire, 
to a m ast having a t its end a w heel 
pressing 011 the low er surface of the 
w ire.—L ’Electrician. 


N e w l'* e f o r P h o t o g r a p h y . 
Photography 
played 
an 
im portant 
p art in a suit a t Cincinnati. T he suit 
is oue of local standing, involving the 
title to 1,500 acres of valuable farm 
lands. I t is based on a deed m ade 
nearly seventy-five y ears ago by the 
ow ners of th e laud, and tu rn s on the 
point w h eth er tlie deed had five signa­ 
tu res or only four. In order to test 
this question it w as decided to have 
the deed photographed-, aud th e clerk 
of th e court w as ordered to give the 
m atter his persoual supervision. F o r 
th a t purpose it w as taken to YVashing- 
ton aud subm itted to an expert pho­ 
tographer of th a t city. T he original 
deed, discolored and yellow w ith age, 
show ed traces of four signatures and a 
space w here there m ight have been th e 
fifth, b u t no trace of it. T he photo­ 
graphing w as done in th e presence of 
th e clerk of the court, w ho refused to 
let the deed go out of his sig h t T he 
negative revealed traces of the m issing 
signature, and w hen it w as enlarged 
ten tim es th e en tire nam e becam e as 
plain as w hen first w ritten. T he court 
pronounced th e evidence conclusive, 
and the resu lt w ill be the reversal of 
a form er decision and a change in the 
ow nership of th® land.—Indianapolis 
Journal.

To discover w hether germina­ 
tion aaus really quicker in plants un­ 
der the influence of electricity Prof. 
Chodat made the following experim ent; 
A certain num ber of bean seeds were 
plannl in w ater until the roots became 
visible. 
Fourteen seeds in all were 
used; they were divided into two lots, 
each of these being identically the 
sam e as regards weight, size snul ap­ 
pearance. 
Each lot was placed in a tuT» 
containing sawdust, and each was regu­ 
larly w atered and subm itted to the 
sam e conditions of heat and light. One 
of the tubs was then placed in commu­ 
nication with a Holtz machine and elec­ 
trified, the first day for forty minutes, 
the second day for two and one-half 
hours, the third day for three and one- 
half hours, the fifth day for four hours, 
and the following days for three hours 
up to tin* eleventh day. On the fourth 
day the leaves began to appear in the 
♦Neet rifled tub. while no sign of a leaf 
was apparent in tin* other. 
On the 
fifth day the difference was still more 
m arked, for the leaves and stem s began 
to take an upright position, though no 
activity was m anifest in the second 
tub. 
On the seventh day the 11011- 
eieotritied seth Is began to put forth 
buds. 
It is an interesting fact that 
the sensitive plant is not affected by 
these electrical influences.

A novel application of tin* electric 
search light has lx*eu made in Scotland. 
To enable the 
workmen 
to 
labor 
through the night while a pit Avas being 
sunk a search light, the apparatus f<»r 
Avhich consisted of an arc lamp, a lens 
and a mirror, inclosed in a sh ift iron 
case, was suspended over the pit’s 
mouth. 
Access to the lamp was ob- 
taim il by a sliding shutter on each 
side of the case. The light was focused 
or adjusted hy a sci*cav on tlie top of the 
outside of the ease, and when necessary 
the lauip could be adjusted to diffuse 
light throughout the Avhole shaft, or 
be concentrated at the bottom. 
The 
mirror, Avhich Avas hung on its center, 
could be moved In a vertical illriftion, 
so to deflect the rays ot light to any 
required spot, and could be fixiil in 
any position by a thum b screw. 
This method of 
illuminating 
avus 
found to give the following advantages; 
Tae light in tin* shaft was far in ex­ 
cess of that given hy the ordinary 
sinker’s lamp, consequently more Avork 
could be performed in a given time. 
The lamp, twing stationed on the sur­ 
face, could 
Ik* got at easily at any 
time for adjustm ent without Incon­ 
venience to the sinkers, and in the 
event of the strata giving off fire­ 
damp it gave perfect immunity from 
danger of explosion. 
Another jsdnt of 
not a little importance Avas that by tin* 
aid of the light those in charge could 
see from the surface Avhat Avas going 
on below*, and a practical mining en­ 
gineer Avho visited the colliery gave it 
as his opinion that this alone was Avorth 
all the outlay, even if the light served 
no other purpi so.—St. 
Louis
